"There could be some doubts that amateur radio could be cone 
sidered a business. The make up of its charter and all things 
apertaining to it seems to indfcate that it.fis a hobby and. public 
service with business not considered, 


But, in most instances it has to be considered a: business. 
too. If you are a member or officer of a Radio Club then you 
are in business. If you are not then your Club wtIl be a flop as 
many have over the years. 


You can be a non profit organization or socfety but you 
do have to have some visable means of support. 


Many clubs organize with great plans for its success only to 
Operate quietly and eventually quietly slip out of existence, 
The best Legal advise that I can get seems to think that there 
is nothing wrong with a non profit organization making a profit 
as long as this profit is used to propogate the organization such 
as Radio equipment, club facilities and don't forget those fixed 
expenses such as the cost of operation, 


A recent conversation with some old timers seemed to express 
the idea that Radio Clubs are a thing of the past since people 
buy manufactured gear instead of building it as in the days gone 
by. Schools teach the code and theory, What good is a Radio Club? 
Another expression of dubious merit was, "when I attend the club 
it seemed some one who was a 90 day wonder from some correspondence 
school was always on the floor giving you a complete operating 
procedure on a Heathkit he built." _

There are now six regional offices 
covering Canada. To obtain the application, write to the above 
underlined office, requesting the necessary form. Include in 

this letter such info as the area you wish to visit, the date you 
expect to arrive and depart. Be sure to include your call and 
class of license. By return mail you will receive an application 
to complete and return, Chuck advises it is simple to complete 
but you should allow at least three weeks as a minimum, Better
